For this reason the hands of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government, what- 
ever its position may be on the merits 
of the German appeal, are declared -by 
responsible officials to be absolutely tied. 
The State Department in its reply to 
the Berlin Government, it is said, will 
find itself compelled to state that it 
is without legal authority in the absence 
of legislative directions from Congress, 
which does not meet until December, to 
direct the Alien Property Custodian to 
part with any of this property.

Examined at Southampton 
and on Homeric in Harbor, He 
Lands Directly at Pier. 


HE IS A WELSH COAL MINER 


Labor. Department, Disturbed by 
Curran’s Attacks on New Plan, 
Wants it Tried Out. 


Among the twenty third-class passen- 
gers, classed as immigrants and kept at 
the forward end, separate from the

He had a hurried 
examination by the Public Health Of- 
ficer while the Homeric steamed from 
Quarantine to her pier at the foot of 
West. Eighteenth Street. The young 
man was pleased at landing last night 


with his friends and said he had come 


to make his home in America, as mining 
in Wales was a hard life with very lit- 
tle returns. ; :

WASHINGTON, Aug.. 12 (#).—Plainly 
disturbed over the statement of Immi- 
gration Commissioner Curran of New 
York, criticizing the Labor Department’s 
new plan for examirfing aliens abroad, 
department officials announced today 
they would wait for direct word from 
him before making comment. They held 
the criticisms pnfair and without foun- 
dation. 

In explaining the workings of the new 
system, officials at the Labor Mepart- 
ment declared that examinations of

The greatest necd now for demonstra- 
tion of success or failure of the plan, it 
was said, is a hearty cooperation of 
American immigration officials. Some 
countries, it was explained, have opposed 
the plan because they thought it would 
eneroach upon their sovereignty, but 
this opposition has ceased. when it was 
explained to tiem. 


CURRAN CONTINUES ATTACK. 


Says Superiors Go Too Far in Ex- 
amining Immigrants Abroad, 


Immigratio:. Commissioner Henry H. 
Curran took exception again yesterday 
to the attitude of his superiors in the 
Department of Labor on the question of 
inspection of immigrants. before they 
leave eir home lands, as explained 
yesterday in newspaper dispatches from 
Washington. Officials of the depart- 
ment had indicated that the Ellis Island 
immigration depot, of which the Com- 
missioner is in charge, might ultimately 
be abandoned in favor of inspection 
abroad. 

“They say the system of examining 
British immigtfants before their coming 
here is purely experimental,’’ Commis- 
sioner Curran said. ‘‘Such is not neces- 
sarily the case. The system may be ex- 
tended to other countries besides Eng- 
land. It is a system that I —“ 
and advocated for a year before it was 
adopted, but the Department of Labor 
has gone too far with it. The examina- 
tion at American consulates abroad was 
intended to save hopelessly impossible 
cases from making the trip across the 
Atlantic. 

“The Department of Labor, however, 
has gone entirely beyond that in ad- 
mitting all British immigrants without 
a visit to Ellis Island. A medical ex- 
amination on the ships before disem- 
barking is not sufficient. The only safe 
way is to have competent medical ex- 
amination here. Every medical inspec- 
tor in the department. is in back of me 
on this. A preliminary examination 
abroad is a totally different proposition 
from letting down all bars on this side.

SMOKES AS DOCTOR - 
CUTS OFF HIS FOOT 


Hudson Tube Guard, Caught 
‘Between Cars, Jokes as Men 
Work to Free Him. : > 


‘REFUSES AN ANAESTHETIC 


Consumes Seven Cigarettes. While 
Surgeon Amputates — Nearly 
Fainting When Reléased.

With his left foot caught between two 
cars in the Hoboken terminal.of the 
Hudson Tubes for more than three-quar- 
ters of an hour’ yesterday, a guard 
joked with fellow-workers and smoked 
seven ‘cigarettes while an . ambulance 
doctor cut off part of his foot to free 
him. He was taken to St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital in Hoboken, where his leg was am- 
putated above the anklé. Although weak 
from loss of blood, his condition was 
said last night to be favorable. 


The guard was Patrick Monseon, 42 
years old, ot 350 Clermont Avenue, 
Brooklyn. He was on the forward end 
of the train as it pulled into the ter- 
minal, standing .between the first and 
second cars, ready to open the doors. 

The train jolted to a halt as the mo- 
torman, Frank Zotynia of 427 Jersey 
} Avenue, Jersey City, put on the brakes. 
The quick stop caused the guard ‘to lose 
his balance. He stumbled. His left foot 
fell between the cars, which clamped 
tight on it. He shouted, and passengers 
and trainmen rushed to him. 

Mongeon lay on the floor of the rear 
platform of the first car, while the crowd 
grouped around him. Officials discov- 
ered that if the train were moved to 
give an opening for the withdrawal of 
the foot the movement probably would 
result in the severing of that member. 
They decided to try to release Mongeon 
by jacking up the cars.

M’CRAY SEEKS PARDO 
IN PLEA TO SARGENT 


Two Hundred Endorsements by 
Prominent Men Accompany For- 
. mer Indiana Governor’s Appeal. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (?).—The first 
step in a nation-wide movement to ob- 
tain the’release from the Atlanta Peni- 
tentiary’ of Warren T. McCray, former 
Governcr of Indiana, was taken today 
with the presentation to Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent of his formal application 
for a pardon. 

Accompanying the application, signed 
by McCray, were more than two hundred 
letters signed by prominent persons in 
all parts of the country, which urged 
that the Government’ consider the pe- 
tition with an attitude of leniency. * 

The letters of endorsement came from 


and former Governors, political leaders, 
seven members of the jury that con- 
-victed McCray of using.the mails to de- 
fraud, thirty of more than one hundred 
bankers affected by his financial opera- 
tions and ministers of the gospel. 

Reception ot the delegation bringing 
the petition was described by its leaderg 
as courteous. After the conference, 
which lasted more than two hours, the 
six members, headed by Representative 
Wood of Indiana, left the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office with an air of confidence. 
Mr. Sargent had promised them, they, 
said, that he wopld give the application 
full and fair consideration. 

Although the policy, of the Department 
of Justice has been not to consider ‘an 
application for a<pardon unless a pris- 
oner has served a third of his term, At- 
torney General Sargent holds that excep- 
tions may be made if a prisoner is 
found to have been excessively sentenced 
or is in a serious physical condition. 

The. text of Mr. McCray’s application 
was withheld, but members of the: dele- 
gation said that grounds for a pardon 
were in what they regarded as an ex- 
cessive sentence. 

Mr. McCray is serving the fifteenth 
month of ‘a ten-year sentence, his con- 
viction- having grown out of an attempt 
to. recoup a fortune lost in the cattle 
and dairying business.

QUEBEC GETS OLD SHIELD. 


Historic French Escutcheon WIII

QUEBEC, Aug. 12 (%).—The ancient 
royal escutcheon of the Kings of France 
which, mounted on a shield, once graced 
the city gates of old Quebec will be re- 
stored again Sept. 10, after an interval 
of 166 years.

STRIKERS ARE SLAIN 


Many ' Others Are Wounded 
When Guards Fire Upon Crowd, 
_and 300 Are Arrested. 


ATTACK AIMED AT JAPANESE 


Outburst Follows $600,000 Damage: 
to One Mill and Flight of 
Americans From Another.

TIENTSIN, Aug. 12 (). Aanyx persons 
were killed or wounded and 800 were 
arrested when Chinese guards fifed on 
a big crowd which had gathered at the 
scene where yesterday Chinese .police 
ficed on a number of striking mill “work- 
ers. 

The Chinese authorities had dispatched 
strong reinforcements to arrest the ring- 
leaders of the mob and dispose of the 
rioters, most of whom were employes of 
the several mills in the locality, along 
with a number of students and villagers. 

When the reinforcements arrived the 
mob was attacking the mill guards with 
iron rods, sticks and stones. Attempts 
were made to snatch the arms of the 


guards and kidnap their officers. The: 
guards used the butts of their rifles on 
the rioters without effect and finally 
opened fire. 

Authorities tonight admitted that the 
situation was worse, but said they were 
taking the utmost precautions to pre- 
vent further outbreaks. A scheduled 
meeting of students and strikers wag 
forbidden within the city. 

No further trouble occurred tod at 
the Paocheng mill, scene of ‘yesterday’ "Ss 
disturbance, but stcikers overnight broke 
into the adjacent Yuto Sino Japanese mill 
after the guards had been withdrawn, 
destroying the mill’s machinery and do- 
ing damage estimated at $500,000, 

A number of Japanese were assaulted 
at different points in the countryaide. 
One was taken to a héspital, seriously 
injured.

WASHINGTON, Aug. -12.—After the 
Belgian and American Debt Commis- 


sioners had held two long conferences’ 


jtoday, it was indicated that develop- 
‘ments of tomorrow might determine 
whether immediate agreement would be 
reached on a tentative plan for the 
funding of Belgium’s $430,000,000 war- 
time .debt to the United States or 
whether it would be necessary for the 


| Belgian Commissioners to ask a delay 


until they obtained further instructions 
from their home Government. 

There, were conferences in the morn- 
ing and in the afternoon, but the Com- 
missioners refused to make public de- 
tails about what took place, contend- 
ing that such publication! could . only 
endanger the success of the negotiations. 
It was stated, however, that consider- 


able progress toward an understanding 
of viewpoints had been made and that 
it now remained to be determined 
whether a common ground could be 
reached. 

The understanding here is that at this 
morning’s meeting the American C 
mission presented in some detail the 
———— which it felt should govern 

a funding agreement and indicated the 
concession which might be made in an 
effort to lighten the burden which would 
be placed upon the Belgian Government 
by a funding compact. 

This was not in the nature of an ulti- 
matum, but merely a somewhat compre- 
hensive idea of the American attitude. 
It is understood that .Belgium resented 
similar arguments at the meeting held 
yesterday afternoon. 

There was another —— this. after- 
noon, and when adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow morning there were still 
differences that had not been settled, 
the Belgian. Commissioners being unable 
to agree to all the points made by the 
American Commissioners. 

That there had been anything in the 
nature of an open break was most em- 
phatically. denied tonight and, in fact, 
the Commissioners seemed very hopeful 
that terms acceptable to the representa- 
tives of both countries would be reached 
within a day or two. The exchange of 
opinions up to this time was character- 
ized as diplomatic negotiations, and it 
was stated that it was incorrect to de- 
scribe the proceedings as an exchange of 
ultimatums, the nature of which fore- 
cast failure: 

The joint meeting for tomorrow morn- 
fing has been called for 11 ‘siclock, but 
it is understood that there wiil be 
separate meetings of both commissions 
before they get together. In this way 
it “is noes to have the further arg-- 
ments iff such form that speedy progress 
will be-made. 

It was indicated tonight that before 
adjournment of the afternoon session 
there had been .a. discussion of possible 
interest rates which Belgium might be 
called upon to accept in a funding agree- 
ment and this was generally . taken 
as a most hopeful sign. Members of 
the commissions frequently left the con- 
ference room to examine records deal- 
ing with the debt compacts with other 
countries, which.were in another office. 

There was a report that the American 
Commission had indicated. that it was 
willing to accept terms which ‘would 
include a moratorium of from five to 
ten years on all or part of the interest 
charges if Belgium agreed to a single 
funding compact covering pre-armistice 
as well as post-armistice debts, but this 
could not be confirmed. 

Another -report was that the ‘Belgians 
were seeking an agreement under which 
their Government would not be, at this 
time, tied down legally to pay-future in- 
terest at a fixed rate, regardless of 
what might be the economic conditions 
faced by that Government in another 
five or ten years.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 12.— 
The United Mine Workers of America

union’s grievances in the bituminous 
. coal industry, it was asserted today by 
a high union official. 

This declaration followed reports that 
the union was seeking to mix yp the 
anthracite and bituminous coal ques- 
tions today. These reports declared 
that the union’s price of peace in. the 
hard coal industry was a redress of 
grievances in the. soft coal fields. 

The only possibie mingling of hard 
‘and soft coal questions, it was said,, 
would come’in the event that Govern- 
mental action was dictatéd by. an emer- 
gency. As the Federal authorities have 
no intention of fntervening,; according 
_to repeated reports from Washington 
and Swampscott, the ee of fusing 
the two prablems was ‘sald to be.—-ac- 
ademic. 

At least two efforts have been made 
by the mine workers to obtain Govern- 
ment intervention™ in the bituminous 
coal situation, where the large opera- 
tors are said to have broken.the Jack- 
sonville wage agreement, which does 
not expire until April, 1927. 


Lewis Warned of Trouble. 


In a speech at the tri-District Con- 
vention of the hard ‘coal workers ‘in 
Scranton last June, President John L. 
Lewis warned that if-the soft coal oper- 
ators continued, as he put it, to disre- 
gard their solemn pledges, to which the 
Government was a party, it might be 
necessary to authorize a strike in the 
soft coat fields. Several weeks ago this 
striké threat was repeated in telegram 
sent by Van A. Bittner, in charge of the 
union’s business in Northern West Vir- 
ginia, to Secretary Hoover and Secretary 
Davis. Neither Secretary Hoover nor 
Secretary Davis hag replied.to the tele- 
grams.

When 
the operators have been strong and the 
union weak, the miners declare, arbitra- 
tion has generally been withheld from 
them. When they, through their own 
efforts, have strengthened their organi- 
zation to the point where they were on 
parity with the employers in wage ne- 
gotiations, they say that arbitration is 
demanded. 

Sees Explanation of Break. 


In spite of the denial of published re- 
ports concerning the mingling of the 
hard and soft coal issues, Major W. W.

reports cleared up any uncertainty re- 
garding the cause of the.

r. Lewis and the West Virginia mine 
union leader, Van Bittner, has cleared 
up any doubt that the reason why Mr.

Twenty-five members — ‘the — 
Council of the Brooklyn Council, Boy 
Scouts of America, headed. by Supreme 
Court Justice James C. Cropsey, visited 
the Kanohwahke: Lakes in‘the Ramapo 
Mountains yesterday: to “inspect the 
camps established. / there for. Brooklyn 
boys. 

The party : left ‘the: ‘Columbia Yacht 
Club at the foot of West Highty-sixth 
Street” at 10:30 yesterday morning on 
William H. Todd’s steam yacht Saelmo. 
On their arrival at Bear Mountain they 
were met, by Harvey A. Gordon, Chief 
Camp Director, who took them to the 
camps, twelve miles inland, in buses. 

A cutter carried the visitors across the 
lake, whére the five units of the Brook- 
lyn camps are strung along the west 
shore at Middle Kanohwahke. At Camp 
Burton the party watched, a game of 
volley ball between teams of the camp 
and then inspected the buildings, in- 
cluding a museum furnished with speci- 
mens of plants and animals gathered 
by the Scouts. 

Camp Cropsey, the né 
was specially decorated in honor of Jus- 

tice Cropsey’s visit. “The members 
watched the boys swimming jas Mr. Gor- 
don explained the’ safety ' ‘system by 
which a Scout is not permitted to go 
bathing until he has pairéd- himself with 
a “buddy,” and the two look out for 
each other in the water.:‘The Scouts who 
were not able to swim were confined to 
a “‘crib,’’ a wooden pool near the shore 
of the lake, shallow enough to be safe. 


Welcomes New Boys. 


Justice Cropsey welcomed about a hun- 
dred Scouts who were newcomers to 
the camp, arriving for’a stay of. two 
weeks. In the main building of Camp 
Cropsey, Herbert Long, Director of the 


Museum there, told the visitors how 
Scouts were taught to gather specimens, 
and how they learned to mount them. 

At Camp. Leeming the boys had a 
balloon fight and did stunts in the water 
for the party. Dr. Raymond G. Laub, 
Superintendent of the Greenpoint Hos- 
pital, told: the members that the Public 
Health Committee of the Kings County 
Medical Society had arranged to send a 
volunteer interne from Greenpoint Hos- 
pital to the camp every two weeks to 
caré for the health of the entire Brook- 
lyn camp of about 750 boys. 

At Midwout,; the next camp inspected, 
four 10-year-old boys operated a black- 
smith’s forge, in order to qualify for 
the Scout certificate of merit in black- 
smithing. In the main hall at Midwout 
about 125 boat models -were on display, 
most of them made by the boys. The 
most conspicuous was the ‘‘Al Smith,” a 
69-inch -Marconi rigged yacht, made by 
Edwin W. Doe, campmaster at Mid- 
wout. 

The Scouts. at Camp Kanohvet, all of 
Hom have had at ledst one season in 
camp. before this year, have formed their 
own rules and regulations and they gov- 
ern the camp with the least possible 
supervision. Justice Cropsey said that 
this plan was an experiment which had 
worked out successfully and in time 
would be applied to all the camps. The 
eighty - eight boys at Kanohvet are 
divided into eight patrols and their 
patrol leaders are responsible for them. 
Their average age is 15 years, but they 
constructed the greater part of their own 
camp this season and have built boats 
for their own use, 


Honor Court Tries Offenders. 


The ‘‘Honor Court,” composed of one 
representative frdm each patrol, tries 
offenders for any violations of camp 
regulations. There are three ‘‘lawyers’’ 
available for the defense and 4 ‘‘dis- 
trict attorney’’ to prosecute the case: 
Minor -offenses, such as throwing paper 
about carelessly, are punishable by ‘‘no 
-boat and no swim’’ for a day; the de- 
struction of property, which constitutes 
@ second degree offense, is punished 
with a denial of boating and swimming 
for several or 8, and the third-class of- 
fenses, suchas being absent from camp 
without permission, usually result in 
dismissal. The chief adviser of the 
camp is Edwin Nicholson, who says the

CROWD ABOUT HER HOME 


Theatrical Agents Approach With 
Contracts, but Are Rebuffed, as 
] Parents Bar Every One.

Francis C. Dale, attorney for Edward 
W. Browning, wealthy real estate man, 
‘whose adoption of Mary Spas of Astoria, 
L. I., was abrogated, declared yester- 
day it was his belief that the girl pos- 
sessed a ‘‘mysterious power, not unlike 
hypnotic influence,’’ and that she had 

actically hypnotized his client into 
believing she was only 16 years 
old éven when he was faced by cold 
facts. 

Mr. Dale said that he really believed 
that Mary could make persons believe 
anything she said, though they might 
sénse subconsciously that she was not 
telling the truth. Her parents also prob- 
ably came under'this strange influence 
and made sworn statements that she 
“was just 16 when they knew she 
was 21, he added. 

Mr. Dale said while in the presence 
of the girl he was always conscjous of 
“this strange power,’’ which he de- 

_Bcribed as a sort of aure nveloping the 
girl, and it was at times so strong that 
he felt that if she were placed in a 
dark room it could be plainly seen. 

On the day of her formal adoption, 
he declared, there were scores of men 
and women who had interviewed her 
and had been hyponotized by Mary into 
the belief that she was only a girl in 
her ’teens, but there happened to be at 
least two persons who were immune to 
her power. Both were women. 

“Mary still might be making Mr. 
Browning and everybody with whom she 
came into contact believe she was 16,” 
he concluded, ‘if it had not been for 
the strange immunity of one woman to 
her occult power.” He did not name 
this woman. 

Mary Has Exciting Day. 

Mary herself passed an exciting day, 
the first day after the nullification of 
her adoption, at the home of her par- 
ents, 29 Wilson Avenue, Astoria. She 
seemed on the verge of a nervous col- 
lapse and sang and wept by turns. A 
great crowd of women and children sur- 
rounded her-home. All were anxious 
to catch a glimpse of ‘‘Cinderella Mary,’’ 
tas, the neighborhood has nicknamed her. 

She was locked in the flat with her 
parents, practically a prisoner, and no 
one was able to gain admittance, not 
even the theatrical agents, one of whom 


~sgaid he had in his pocket a contract 


offering Mary $350 a week for forty 
weeks in a Broadway musical comedy, 
the other saying that he held a con- 
tract for an indefinite period at $500 a 
week for her appearance in a new 
Broadway production.

Mr. Browning gave out at his office, 
153 West Seventy-second Street, yester- 
day, photostatic copies of two letters 
written by the girl, but unsigned, while 
she was ‘“‘contemplating suicide’’ last 
Friday at Kew Gardens. 

- In the letter addressed to ‘‘Daddy”’ 
Browning Mary called him the ‘most 
honorable man on earth.”’ In the note 
to her father and mother she begged 
their forgiveness and asked to be re- 
membered asa a “beautiful girl.’’” Both 
letters bore the dark stains of iodine, 
which she took in her unsuccessful at- 
tempt at suicide, an act described after-

Soviet Concludes $100,000,000 
‘Deal With an Anglo-Ameri-- 
can Group. 


Contract for Fifty Years Gives 
Rights In‘ Copper, Léad, Zinc 


and Coal Also. —

MOSCOW, Aug. 12.—A preliminary 
concessionary contract with the Lena 
Goldfields Cofmpany of London, which 
was signed by the concession committee 
in April, was ratified today by the 
Council” of Commissars. Besides the 
political importance of. the. concession, 
which lies jin the fact that it.embraces 
@ number of concerns previously owned 
in Russia by the same company, it 1s 
of great economic importance for the 
Soviet Union. 


Not only is it the largest ‘concession 
granted by the Soviet Government to 
foreign interests, but it is calculated to 
help Russia re-establish her metal indus- 
try by meeting her needs in colored 
metals, zinc and lead. The objects of 
the concession are three—the independent 
districts of the Lena goldfields in Sibe- 
ria, the Alxi metal mines,’ including the 
rich Ridder district mines and the cop- 
per and iron mines and works in the 
Sissert district of the Urals. 

€oal mines in the Kustetzky Basin and 
anthracite mines in the Urals are in- 
eluded in the concession, to be worked 
by the same company. 

The~ project’s —.economic importance 
may be observed from the minimum pro- 
duction to be undertaken by the conces- 
sionaires and the Soviet’s needs for col- 
ored nietal. 

For the next five years the thinthnamn 
production of gold is fixed at 400 poods 
(a pood is 36.07 pounds) for first year, 
which is 11 per cent. of Russia’s pre-war 
gold production. Work in the gold mines 
will begin immediately. 

As to copper, lead and zine the con- 
cessionaires will spend the first four 
years in building factories and equipping 
the mines, production beginning~after 
that period and rising within two years 
to %20,000 poods of copper, a large quan- 


_This amounts to 44 per cent. of Russia's 

pre-war production, covering 26 per 
cent. of her need for copper, 60 per cent. 
of zinc and 10 per cent. of-lead. 

The contract involves a turnover of 
many hundred millions of dollars, and 
New York banking interests, it is under- 
stood, will have a considerable partici- 
pation in the operations, 

The. contract, provides that all dis- 
putes shall be referred to a special arbi- 
tration board, to be composed. of pro- 
fessors of foreign technical academies. 

Representatives of the Lena Goldfields 
are expected here next week and opera- 
tions ‘will begin before Fall.

Dr. W. T. Hornaday’s charge that 
the extermination of ducks, geese and 
other migratory ‘birds was threatened 
by the existence of excessive bag limits 
and open seasons,. and that remedial 
measures were blocked through the in- | 4 
fluence of arms and ammunition mak- 
ers. with the Department of Agriculture, 
was denied yesterday by the Du Pont 
Company, Former State . Conservation 
Commissioner: Géorge D. Pratt, Presi- 
dent John. B. Burnham of the American 
Game Protective and Propagation Asso- 
ciation and others. 

Mr. Burnham asserted yesterday that 
the attack on him and on the Biologi- 
cal Survey of the Department of Agri- 
culturé was carefully planned as the 


opening gun of a campaign against the 
Federal Game Refuge bill. 

“For some timé,”’ he said, “I have 
been getting letters from the West. warn- 
ing me against an attack which was to 
be sprung in NewYork. Commercia] 
game dealers, opponents of the Migra- 
tory Bird law, advocates of Spring 
shooting of ducks, and that type of men, 
are all aware how Dr. Hornaday is be- 
ing used. 

“This is not in any way to be con- 
strued as a reflection on Dr. Hornaday’s 


‘personal character, which is of the high- 


est: But he is easily led by men with 
ulterior motives, who have taken ad- 
vantage of his disappointment over tho 
failure of his campaign for the arbi- 
trary cutting of bag limits. 

“Dr. Hornaday’s attack is printed at 
this time for its effect on conservation 
meetings in Denver next week.. It will 
be used with sinister’ intent to cirou- 
larize Congress, and the men who so 
use it will be the enemies of game 
refuge legislation. 


Says Hornaday Is Alene. 


“Dr. Hornaday is the only outstand- 
ing conservationist in the country to- 
day who is opposed to the Game Refuge 
bill. The New York Zoological Society, 
the Zoological Gardens of which Dr. 
Hornaday directs, are the many 
endorsers of the measure. Dr. Horn- 
aday is against the bill solely because 
I will not support his bag limit pro 
grams in the unworkable form in which 
he has proposed them. He has made 
a very unfair attack on the United 
States Bureau of Biological Survey 
through the medium of an attack on 
the American Game Protective Associa- 
tion and myself, 

“The Biological Survey has in its em- 
ployment men of scientific attainments 
aii over the country. To supplement 
their judgment an advisory board as- 
sists the bureau in making necessary 
regulations in regard to migratory birds. 
I am its Chairman. 

“The board consists of twenty-two 
me.. who are notable for their achieve- 
ments in conservation. It was this 
board, of twhich Dr, ~ Hornaday is a, 


: member, and not directly the BiologicaY 


Survey, which rejected Dr. Hornaday’s 
application for a 75.per cent. cut in 
shooting privileges in the United States. 
The vote against his proposal was taken 
after thorough discussion and was prac- 
tically unanimous. . 

-:“The board has as members ‘such men 
as George Bird Grinnell, who received 
recently from President oolidge the 
Roosevelt Medal for nservation ;

Pratt Upholds Burnham. 


Former State Conservation Commis- 
sioner George D. Pratt said yesterday 
that he was a subscriber to both Dr. 
Hornaday’s organization and Mr. Burn- 
ham’s, and that he regarded Mr. Burn- 
ham as in the right in the present con- 
troversy. 

“T regret very much that Dr. Horna- 
day has made -this attack,’’ he said. 
“Mr, Burnham has. a wonderful record 
of accomplishment in the protection of 
game in this country, and it is absurd 
to charge his position’ against unneces- 
sary bag-limit reduction is due to com- 
mercialism.”’

He. said that in the United 
States the Federal courts do not give ad- 
visory opinions, and that at an early 
date the United States Supreme Court 
refused to give them, but that the State 
courts in several Sates have long ex- 
ercised. such jurisdicion. He stated that 
in Massachusetts advisory opinions had 
been provided for by the Constitution 
since 1876, and that such opinions are 
frequently given. 

He added that other States where 
State Constitutions or statutes authorize 
advisory opinions were New Hampshire, 
Maine, Rhode Island, Florida, Colorado, 
South Dakota, Delaware, Alabama, Ok- 
lahoma and New Jersey.

TOUR EUROPE IN 3 DAYS. 


French Airmen Finish Round Trip 
From Paris to Moscow.

PARIS, Aug. 12.—In three days two 
French fliers, Captain Arfachart and M. 


Carol, have completed a tour of Hurope.” 
On Monday they breakfasted in Paris, 
lunched in Belgrade and dined in Con- 
stantinople. On Tuesday they breakfast- 
ed in Constantinople and dined in Mos- 
cow. |Today they breaxfasted in Mos- 
cow, lunched in Copenhagen and arrived 
in Paris at 9:15 P. M. with applogies 
for being five minutes late for dinner. 
The flight was one of the most spec- 
tacular yet accomplished, because of the 
variety of weather conditions as well as 
the different nature of the countries 
covered. Through wind, rain and fog, 
over mountains and sea the aviators 
pushed their way across the Continent, 
never deviating from the line they had 
set. Their flight totaled 7,600 kilome- 
ters in 39 hours and 15 minutes flying 
time. Never once were they behind their 
time schedule, except at the end. From 
Copenhagen the airmen telegraphed this 
afternoom. asking that beacon lights at 
Le Bourget airdrome be lighted about 
9:30 o’clock. But they planned to make a 
landing at 9 o’clock, before it was too 
dark to see. For themselves, they had 
set the hour at 9:10 o’clock,. and the 
first words of Captain Arrachat when he 
stepped from the airplane to be greeted 
by. several thousand persons and many 
officials were: 

“Sorry. we are five minutes late.’’ 

Today’s flight, which began at 3:30 
his morning, was from Moscow to War- 
saw, where the aviators spent an hour. 
From there they flew over Germany to 
Dantzic an dacross the Baltic to Copen- 
hagen. The Danish capital was left at 
3:40 P. M., the last stxse of the flight 
being made in as good time as any 
preceding stage.

A stir was created in Jamaica yester- 


day by the announcement of Percy G. 
James, ‘President of ‘the Jamaica Board 
of Trade and Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Jamaica Hospital, that 
legal steps would be taken by the Board 
of Trustees of the hospital to collect 
amounts due on unpaid pledges to that 
institution. It wags. learned yesterday 
that this course of action was decided 
upon at the meeting of the Board of 
Trustees Monday evening. 

Chairman James said: “‘The new Ja- 
maica Hospital is an institution erected 
by subscription. The size and scope of 
the undertaking was based upon the ex- 
pectation of realizing on the subscrip- 
tions made to the building fund. Not 
only is the Jamaica Hospital giving ex- 
ceptional service to the community, but 
it is doing a large amount of charitable 
work. The creed of the hospital is’ that 
‘No persons unable*to pay shall be re- 
fused its services.’ This policy is im- 
pressed, upon every one connected with 
the institution, from the Superintendent 
down to the-last interne and studerit 
nurse. ‘ 

“Besides theemortgage of $357,000. on 
the building, the hospital has a current 
liability in the neighborhood of $80,000. 
Among these are bills and notes con- 
tracted for construction and equipment. 
Some of these pills are over a year old 
and cannot be paid because we are un- 
able to collect on subscriptions. 

“The courts have repeatedly held that 
‘joint subscriptions, for a specific pur- 
pose and in consideration of the cooper- 
ation of others, both in payment and 
accomplishment of such purpose, are 
legal and collectable contracts.’ 

Mr, James explained that the trustees 
have no intention or desire to press any 
person. who may be unable at this time 
to pay his subscription, ‘‘but the trus- 
tees believe that. the time has ‘passed 
when those: who sign subscriptions and 
are able to pay shall be permitted ‘to 
jeopardize the interests of the charity to 
which the subscriptions are devoted in 
order to advertise themselves’ sub- 
scribers to charity when they. have no 
intention of paying and to create condi- 
tions of deficit which necessitates a sec- 
ond call on subscribers who have paid 
their pledges.’’ 

He pointed out that the class of sub- 
scribers whom the trustees had in mind 
were those who had made no payments 
whatever on their pledges and were 
known to be well able to pay. 

It also was learned that these unpaid 

pledges amount to $50,000. The trustees 
believe that the subscription field should 
be closed against those who do not pro- 
pose to carry out agreements which they 
have made. 

-The Board of Trustees is composed of 
thirty of the’ most prominent men and 
women in the greater Jamaica district, 
which the hospital serves.

Clarence Hackney, plump pro- 
fessional of the Atlantic City Country 
Club, a golfer who hails frae the land o’ 
heathér, and one who will kick up his 
heels to the skirl o’ the bagpipes, has 
once again proved his right to the title 
of New. Jersey open champion. 

Like Leo Diegel, who fefused to re- 
linquish his Canadian open crown this 


year, Hackney today defended the New 
Jersey title which he won a year ago 
at Asbury Park. He outscored his 
brother professionals and a host of Jer- 
sey State amateurs in the thirty-six 
holes of golf played over the course of 
the Shackamaxon Country Club today 
for the New Jersey open crown. His 
winning total was 146, the sum total of 
a 74 in the morning and a 72 in the 
afternoon, 

Just as was the case at Asbury Park 
a year ago, his margin of victory was 
represented by only one stroke, Johnny 
Golden of North Jersey and Jack For- 
rester of Hollywood dividing second and 
third money ‘with totals of 147. -An 
amateur,’ E. M. Wild of Baltusrol, one 
of the leaders in the Jersey non-sala- 
ried clan, finished a good fourth with 
a score of 148, after which came. two 
other’ professionals, Danny Williams of 
the home club and Newton C. Mair of 
Locust Valley, the latter being a one- 
time State amateur champion. ~ 


Two Ake Tied for Fifth. 


Williams and Mair tied for fifth with 
scores of 149. The seventh man was 
William Glancy of the Spring Brook 
Club and among the top-notchers trail- 


ing him was Cyril Walker of Engle- 
wood, holder of the national open title 


a year ago. Walker was tied with three 
others at 151, one of the others being 
the veteran George Low of Baltusrol, 
who did himself proud by making a 73 
in the morning“a feat that put him 
‘within a shot of the leaders at that 
stage of the preceédings. 

In keeping. with the way that open 

championships have ended up this year, 
the finish of the New Jersey State open 
was a thrilling one. As a matter af 
fact Hackney had to make another Gar- 
rison wind-up to retain his title. It 
was much the same situation, that he 
found himself in a year ago at Asbury 
Park, when he had to play the last four 
holes in‘less than par figures to nose 
out George Fotheringham for the stake.

|| FITZSIMMONS SURE 


OF DEMPSEY FIGHT 


‘Submits Champion's Signature 
as Earnest That He Has Best 
Claim to Big Battle. 


WILL NOT BE HELD IN EAST 


Dempsey Asserts Offer Is Best He 
Has Received—Mullins Ap- 
‘pears Satisfied.

“I'm the only man who has the ‘John 


igsgsatisfied that I can make good on 
the terms I offered. If Jack defends 
his title he' will fight for me.” 

That statement was made by Floyd 
Fitzsimmons, ‘the Western boxing pro- 
moter, as he sat in his quarters at the 
Hote)’ Astor yesterday afternoon. Fitz- 
simmons, who arrived here Tuesday 
from the Coast, where he had a — 
ence with Dempsey, was optimistic over 
his ‘chances. of promoting the next 
heavyweight battle between Dempsey 
and Harry Wills. 

ould you care to release the con- 
tract Dempsey signed?’’/he was asked. 

“No, not yet,” he smiled, ‘“‘but I have 
no objection to letting you see the sig- 
nature gf the champion.” 

Removing a double lock from a heavy 
traveling bag, which he kept in_ the 
closet of his room, he brought forth an 
impressive looking legal document. 
Carefully turning back the pages rt dis- 
closed the bold but cramped writing of 
the champion. “Jack Dempsey,’ /in 
heavy: ink. 

“Have you seen Paddy Mullins?” he 
Was asked. 

“Yes, we had a_ long. conference this 
morning,’’ he said, /‘and when I dis- 
closed my terms, Mullins expressed sat- 
isfaction. He was ready to negotiate.” 

Mullins was reached on the telephone 
at his home in Flatbush. 

“Did you see Fitzsimmons today?’ 

“Sure, and if he can live up to every- 
thing he told me, I will sign with him,” 
he said. 


' Sees a $3,000,000 Gate. 


Fitzsimmons’ radiated such confidence 
that he did not hestitate to discuss his 


plans for what he termed the $3,000,000 
battle of 1926.’’ He -emphasized that 
the fight would be staged ‘‘somewhere 
in the Middle West.’’ ® While no defi- 
nite-announcement is likely to be made 
for some time, it is virtually certain 
that Fitzsimmons. will hold the battle 
at Michigan City, Ind. 
“TIT have reason to be confident that 
Dempsey and Wills will draw a gate of 
at least $3,000,000," he said. ‘I don’t 
believe it possible to build an arena 
large enough to seat the people who 
will want to see the fight. Plans, how- 
ever, now are being drafted by Chicago 
architects and the size of the gate will 
depend on the number they can seat. I 
already *have been told by them that it 
is almost tmpossible to build an arena 
to seat more than 150 
yet enable that many persons to see 
the fight. The architects believe that 
125,000 is the limit, but they still are 
—— on the plan to seat 150,000. 
here has been a lot of talk about me 
‘guaranteeing Dempsey $1,000,000. Sure, 
Dempsey will. get that much, and prob- 
ably more. He will ke on a percentage 
basis. He will not ask me to post any 
When the time is ripe, 
Dempsey, myself, and also Wills, will 
post. guarantces of such a size as to. 
protect the fighters and myself, as well 
as to insure the public that the fight 
will go through. While no sum has been 
set for the size of the forfeits, unof- 
ficially I have set $200,000 as the amount 
to be posted by’ the three principals, 
which should be enough to prove that 
all sides were serious. That's a lot of 
money, $600,000, but it will be posted. 


To Confer Again With Mullins. 


Another reason why Fitzsimmons 
seemed confident was that Dempsey was 
not anxious to fight in the East. Fitz- 
simmons said that one of the stipulations 
in.the agreement he signed was that he 
would not fight in New York. He re- 
fused to fight in the New York juris- 
diction, in fact, and said that no ex- 
planation was necessary. Fitzsimmons 
declared neither he nor Dempsey was 
licensed in New York, and accordingly 
he kad no reason to get in touch with 
the New York Athletic Commission. 

Fitzsimmons said he would hold an- 
other conference with Mullins tomorrow 
or Monday. He inferred that the point 
at ‘issue was the motion picture money. 

Asked if he had talked. with. Jack 
Kearns, Fitzsimmons said he could not 
see where that would do any good: 
Dempsey told ‘him that the only person 
empowered to pa gery for his fight 
was Dempsey, that no other indi- 
vidual could act.. Fitzsimmons said that 
he guessed this was clear enough to 
keep away from Kearns and to talk di- 
rectly with Dempsey. 

Fitzsimmons has promoted «many im- 
portant fights in the Middle West. He 
put on the first open-air show east of 
the Mississippi, he said, when he pro- 
moted the K. O. Brown-Eddie McGoorty 
bout in 1910. He promoted the Demp- 
sey-Miske battle at Benton Harbor, and 
at Michigan City he put on the Leon- 
ard-Kansas, Leonard-White, Leonard- 
Hammer and-Carpentier- Gibbons fi ts. 

It was announced yesterday by Mul- 
lins that Wills probably would be back 
within the next two weeks. / 

While Fitzsimmons was disclosing his 
plans for the battle Jack Kearns was 
having a rather busy day himself.- Firsc 
he spent a few hours with Tex Rickard, 
then paid a visit to Jimmy De Forrest 
at the offices of the Polo Grounds A. C. 
Kearns reported that he had done noth- 
ing in the way of arran pas a match for 
Mickey Walker, the welterweight cham- 
pion, or for Dempsey, for whom he 
claims he still has: the power to negoti- 
ate. / 

“T can’t make any matches here,’’ he 
said, ‘‘until I straighten out my troubles 
with’ the Boxing Commission. On Fri- 
day that boxing board meets and I am 
reserving all my statments until I get 
before them. Then I will do my talking.”

interruption in the school life of the 
child. There is no need for this in 
cities, however desirable such vaca- 
tions are where children live and work 
on the farms. Even for them, how- 
ever, this applies only in the case of 
children of working age. In the cities 
thousands of parents “dump ’”’ the 
whole responsibility upon the schools 
for the physical, intellectual, moral 
and civic development of their chil- 
dren, who, when the schools are not 
in session, are let loose to shift for 
themselves. So far as urban parents 
are concerned, most of them will prob- 
ably fawor an all-year school. They 
know that with the streets for play- 
grounds and with no regular employ- 
ment their children will be a constant 
source of anxiety. There is not only 
the physical but the moral danger of 
the street. 

‘The plan does not mear that neither 
the child nor the teacher may have a 
vacation. The proposal is that there 
shall be five terms, of ten weeks each, 
in the year &nd that the pupil shall 
be required to attend at least four 
terms. He may, however, attend also 
the fifth term; and the teacher may 
serve four or five terms and be com- 
pensated accordingly. The parent 
could, therefore, avail to the fullest 
extent of the school facilities for his 
child. And as for the city, 50 per 
cent. of whose high school facilities 
and 95 per cent. of whose elementary 
school facilities are unused throughout 
the Summer, it would, be able to solve 
the problem of seating shortage by the 
distribution of the attendance over the 
five terms or a full. year. This is, at 
any rate, what is hoped for the plan. 

At our own doors the all-year-s¢hool 
experiment has been under way for 
ten years in Newark, N. J.’ When 
the Board of Education of that city, 
upon recommendation of the Superin- 
tehdent, voted to discontinue this year 
the Summer session of these all-year 
schools, there was such widespread 
dissatisfaction that after a special in- 
vestigation by two well-known educa- 
tors, Dr. WILSON FarraNnp, Headmas- 
ter of the Newark Academy,’ and Pro- 
fessor M. V. O’SHeEa of, the Univer- 
sity’ of Wisconsin, who recommended 
that the schools be continued for the 
present and that a thoroughgoing sur- 
vey should be made during the coming 
year, the Board of Education refused 
to put into effect the resolution to 
abolish the schools this Summer.

De- 
struction must not be permitted at 
such a rate as to cut down the sup- 
plies. On the other hand, there is 
nothing to’be gained by reducing the 
bag limits to such an extent that there 
would be a condition analogous to that 
of the deer in the Kaibab Forest in 
Arizona, where protection permitted 
the herd to outstrip available feed to 
such an extent that thousands of 
animals have perished from starva- 
tion. Coritrol to be reasonable must 
be flexible. There is nothing to show 
that the Biological Survey has not 
exercised its general powers of super- 
vision with entire circumspection. 








WAR AND PEACE IN MOROCCO.- 

Joint military action by the French 
and Spanish Armies against ABD-EL- 
Kr is now under way. The skir- 
mishes reported are regarded as pre- 
liminary to a large-scale offensive.

HERO IN THE WORLD. WAR 


52d Fleld Artilleryman Decorated 
With New York State Medal for 
*; His Services in France. 


Brig. Gen. William O.. Richardson of }- 
the Fifty-secoad Field Artillery Brigade, 
N. Y. N. G., with headquart in 
Brooklyn, died yesterday morning at his 
desk in the office of De Coppet and 
Doremus, stock brokers, 42 Broadway. 
His death was due to apoplexy. 
General Richardson had returned only 


a few days from: the — Guard 
camp at e Plains, N. Y., where he 
had beea for training with his unit, and 
seemed in excellent health, according to 
members of the firm. He came to his 
office shortly before 9 o’clock. He was 
in charge of the order department for 
the firm. Immediately atfer his arrival 
he went into conference with John Smith 
and others in the office. The'conference 
had just started whea he slumped for- 
ward in his chair. Mr. Smith caught 
and held him until an ambulance surgeon 
arrived from Broad Street Hospital, who 
said that General Richardson had died 
from apoplexy. His brother, F. F. 
Richardson, an insurance broker of 110 
William Street, was called and took 
charge. 

General Richardson lived in’ Oradell, 
N. J. He was born at Tarrytowa, N. Y., 
forty-six years ago, ithe son of James 
Richardson, a Civil War veteran who 
served in the Ninety-first New York 
Volunteers throughout the war. In 1898 
General Richardson enlisted as a private 
in the Second Battery Field Artillery of 
New York and served with it in Cuba. 
Following the war he contiaued his 
affiliation with the National Guard and 

1908 was commissioned a Second Lieu- 
tenant. The same year came his pro- 
motion to First Lieutenant and in. 1913 
he was made a Captain. 

When the United States entered the 
World War Captain Richardson was as- 
signed to go overseas with the 105th 
Field Artillery of the 27th Division in 
October, 1917. In France he received 
his commission as a Lieutenant Colonel: 
After the war he was decorated with 
the New York State Medal for Conspicu- 
ous Service. Following the war Colonel 
Richardson continued his services with 
the Guard. In 1923 he was commis- 
sioned a Brigadier General. Officers of 
his regiment said last night that 
throughout his 27 years with the 
National Guard General Richardson was 
conspicuous for the manner in which he 
obtained and held the respect and affec- 
tion of the men under his command and 
those associated with him in command. 

He is survived by his wife who was 
Miss Edna Frye of New York, and three 
children, Elizabeth, 20, Robert, 17, and 
William Jr., 15. 

At the Richardson home in Oradell 
yesterday it was learned that Robert 
was touring the Grand Canyon and was 
completely out of touch with his family. 
Last night they were trying to locate 
him through railroad and other agencies 
in Denver. From letters received they 
learned that he left Salt Lake City Au- 
gust 5 to go to Denver and that he ex- 
pected to finish his trip through the 
Grand Canyon in time to be back in New 
York Aug. 21.

Cippico Praises Fascist Regime. 


Count Antonio Cippico, Italian Sena- 
tor and Fascist, defended and praised 
Mussolini and the Facist régime in his 
leettre before the institute tonight. As- 
serting that Fascism had saved Italy 
from Bolshevism after the war, he went 
on: 


“It is no exaggeration to say that from 
the triumph of Fascism, legalized by the 
march on Rome, dates the beginning of 
the most important political renewal 
that any of the combatant European na- 
tions has inherited from the war. For 
| Italy this renewal. compensates for the 
| injustice of the peace, for the sacrifices 

of the*war and the scant material fruits 
gained from it. The nation which con- 
quers itself accomplishes more fruitful 
work for its own future than it would 
derive from any territorial conquest. 

“He (Mussolini) was one of those men 
whose destiny it is to be born into a 
country to epitomize in himself all these 
virtues and aspirations, which for cen- 
turies laid latent in the depths of the 
soul of his divided and humiliated 
nation, his watchword was and is: Di® 
cipline and organization. He. foresaw 
that when the anarchic and individual- 
istic Italian race submitted to stern na- 
tional discipline, it would be able to or- 
ganize itself powerfully, Italy will count 
more,in the destiny of the world for her 
present political and spiritual greatness, 
than for the glories of her past. 

“The Facist movement, a politico-mili- 
tary organization, under his leadership, 
became a living and overwhelming force, 
the only real force which opposed itself 
to the disregarded Government and to 
the ferocious vanity ot the Communists 
and Bolshevic syndicalists. Every provo- 
cation and attempt on their part was 
repressed without mercy. 


Differentiates Between Democracies. 


“It has been. often said, especially by 
foreign newspapers, that Mussolini and 
Facisma hated democracy. All de- 
pends on what is meant. Theré are gulfs 
between the different democracies. Be- 
tween the Athenian democracy of the 
time of Pericles and the Roman form of 
the time of Julius. Caesar, as between 
the present day form of the United 
States and of France. There are essen- 
tial differences. 

“Fascismo is decidedly adverse — to” 
that form of radito-liberal democracy 
which considers quantity more than 
quality, numbers rather than merit: to’ 
that democracy which insinuates itself 
threateningly into the vital fibres of a 
nation which is tired and torpid; to that 
democracy which arises from the de- 
cadence of all national will to the in- 
terests of the nation, without opposing 
any resistance to the disintegrating 
forces of the nation self and of so- 
ciety. 

‘“"Mhe super-democracy, on the other 
hand, that Mussolini desired for Italy,' 
is the Facist form. It is ‘the most in- 
teresting enigma d world phenome- 
‘non since the meansp@rder, dis- 
‘eipline, organi — and respect for the 
intellectual and moral hierarchy; it 
means courage, thought, work and activ- 
‘lity, all leading toward one good; that 
of the nation. Whoever thinks, talks or 
acts against the interests of-his own 
countr»yis more noxious than a foreign 
enemy, an dshould he treated as such 
relentlessly.

REFUSE TO GIVE DETAILS

J. ‘Wilson, Henry D. Barmore, E, D. 
Hennessy, Elmer BH. Studley, James 
Gray and Michael’ J. McGoldrick. It 
was reported that Police Commissioner 
Enright had been invited to attend, but

get to Brooklyn. 

The meeting \ attracted attention be- 
cause it followed a gtatement made on 
July 27 that George EUperin, Chief Field 
Agent of the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue,‘and Collector John T. Rafferty of 
Brooklyn had started an investigation 
to determine whether all moneys re- 
ceived by the Brooklyn Commissioners 
had been included in their income tax 
returns. Mr, Eilperin explained at the 
time that the opportunity for the Com- 
missioners to get extra money for over- 
time work had arisep from the fact that 
many arrests for Volstead law violations 
were made at night. .The police had 
ruled, he said, that in these cases the 
Commissioner must come in person to 
the station house to sign the bail bond.

OF RADICAL TEACHER| 


State Commissioner Sustains 
Board in Case of Glassberg, 
' Accused of Disloyal Acts. 


DISCHARGED 6 YEARS AGO 


— — 


Plea for Reconsideration Denled— 
Final Ruling Delayed to Help 
Educator Get Another Job. 


The dismissal of Benjamin Glassberg, 
formerly a teacher in the Commercial 
High School, Brooklyn, by the Board of 
Education -for conduct unbecoming a 
teacher, was sustained Dy the State De- 
partment of Education, in a statement 
received yesterday by the board. Glass- 
berg..was dismissed in May 28, 1919. The 
decision of the State Commissioner of 
Education on Appeal had been pending 
since that time. 

In August, 1923, Glassberg appealed to 
the Board for reconsideration of his case 
but this was denied. The case aroused 
much -pubilc interest, and members. of 
the American Legion. protested against 
his reinstatement as a teacher. 

Glassberg, it was alleged, made state- 
ments in his classes which caused: his 
“pupils to receive and retain sentiments 
of disloyalty to and disrespect for the 
United States of America and of disre- 
spect for and contempt.of the consti- 
tuted ‘authorities of the National Gov- 
ernment in time of war, and of the 
tock of Education of the City of New 

or) 2 

‘Specifically, Glassberg was charged 
with telling his pupils that the United 
States Government was systematically 
suppressing true reports with regard to 
the Russian Bolsheviki and that he, as 
a teacher, was not allowed to tell the 
truth to his pupils. He also was said to 
have expressed the opinion that ‘“‘in a 
sense’ it was right to raise the red 
flag above the Stars and Stripes. 


One. Charge Held Irrelevant. 


Subsequent to the date of preferment 
of the charges, Jan. 16,1919, Gilassberg, 
asa member of the Board of Managers 
of The New Xork Call, signed an. ar- 
ticle published in that paper on March 
23, 1919. ‘This statement contained a 
declaration of the beliefs of the signers, 
one of which was, ‘‘We believe that the 
party should assist this process of: ur- 
ganization by a propaganda for revolu- 
tionary unionism as Part of its gen- 
eral activities.;’ 

This charge, according to the State 
‘Department of Education, was irrele- 
vant and should not have been ad- 
mitt since it occurred after the 
pref rment of charges and was not 
within any of the specifications con¢ 
tained therein.

Electric 
Company, the Radio Corporation | of 
America and ‘the Westinghouse Electric 
Company had jointly perfected a new 
ing instrument,. which they assert is 
sound-reproducting instrument which 
they assert is greatly superior to the 
phonograph and the radio’ in its musical 
range and quality. 

This invention, which has been named 
the Panatrope to indicate that it repro- 
duces all octaves, is a combination of 
radio and talking film developments with 
the’ phonograph. 

The recording of the sound waves is 
done, it was said with infinite delicacy by 
means of the process used in recording 
sound in the talking film, or Pallatrome, 
invented by Charles A. Hoxie of the 
General Electric Company, which differs 
in detail from the Phonofilm of Dr. Lee 


‘De Forest. 


After the record has been made in this 
manner it. outwardly resembles the 
ordinary disk record, It is played with 
a needle but the vibrations are changed 
into’ electrical current and then stepped 
up by vacuum cells as in radio to the 
required volume, and then reproduced 
by a vibrating disk, instead of a horn, 

The grooves in the ordin phono- 
graph record are cut 80 to an inch, and 
the 12-inch record runs. for approxi- 
mately five minutes. So much greater 
delicacy is achieved in the ———

the grooves have been cut 500 to an 
inch and 12-inch disk records have been 
made to reproduce whole symphonies, 
the record lasting for about forty 
minutes. 


See Development te Combat Radlo. 

This is regarded as a highly important 
development for the future in enabling 
the music-reproducing instrument to 
hold its own against the competition of 


radio. The fact that records have to 
be changed every four or five minutes, 
while radio causes no inconvenience, is 


‘one of the great handicaps which the 


phonograph has had to carry in the 


struggle to retain its popularity against 


radio. This has been particularly true 
in the matter of home dances. The 
necessity for interrupting the dance to 


change records has greatly reduced the | mai 


use of the phonograph. 

The forty-minute record is a labora- 
tory article at present and will not, for 
commercial reasons, be introduced for 
some time to come, according to Mr. 
Deutsch, The first records Wy the new 
process will be issued.in October: They 
are designed to be used either on exist- 
ing phonographs or on the Panatrome, 
the -first examples of which will be 
placed on the market in October. On 
this account the new records are made 
to be run four or five minutes, with 
grooves of the ordinary width. 

. “This. instrumefit is, the result of 
and -phonograph interests,”’ 
Deutsch. ‘It has

“The new instrument is not called a 
phonograph. It is music reprpduction 
by an entirely different, process.

“While the phonograph is limited to 
reproducing sound-waves roughly be- 
tween 1,000 and 2,000. per second, this 
instrument reproduces sound-waves any- 
where from 100 to 7,000 or 8,000 ‘a sec- 
ond. It reproduces with accurary every. 
pitch to which the ear is sensitive, —F 
results are perfect with the full 
chestra, tthe human voice, 
and eveh with instruments, «° 
harpsichord, which have never been suc- 
cessfully recorded by the olf processes, 


Public Dentonstration in Octeber. 


“There will be a private demonstra- 
tion of the new instrument here on 
Thursday or Friday of this week. There 
will be & public demonstration at Car- 


negie Hall in October. By the use of 
vacuum tubes, the volume from thé 
instrument may be varied from that 
suitable to a small room to that neces- 
sary to fill an auditorium. 

“In spite of the vacuum tube ampll- 
fication equipment,, the cabinet for the 
Panatrome will be slightly smaller than 
the ordinary phonograph cabinet. It can 
be run either with batteries or by con- 
nection through the’ electrical ket. 
The cost of running it is very cheap, 
considerably less than that of running 
a small electric fan. ‘The vacuum tubes 
will last from three to five years. The 
prices of the instruments, which will 
be placed on the market in October, will 
run from $200 to $500, largely depending 
on the style of the . soe 

‘“‘The disk record will be used at pres- 
ent, because we want to adapt the 
product to the use of the millions of 
phonographs ‘now in existence,. but the 
reproduction can be done by films, on 
jwhich the sound - waves are _ photo- 
graphed. By this method the record can 
be made.to play for any length of time. 

“In order to reproduce the film rec- 
ords, the instrument must be equipped 
with the apparatus for sending a beam 
of light. through the film to a photo- 
graphic cell so as to turn. the sound 
waves into’ electricity, after which the |- 
electrical waves are amplified by the 
vacum tubes, This apparatus, howevér, 
is not costly or cumbersome, and there 
is. no reason. why the device using the 
film records may not e@ an ordi- 
nary household musical instrument. In

NEW WARNS iS POSTMASTERS.

In explaining 
that he did not take any official po- 
sition on group insurance, the Post- 
master General said* 

“Tt is a matter wholly for the em- 
ployes individually to act upon as they 
deem wise. But postmasters are not 
permitted to’ act as agents for insur- 
ance companies in these matters. It is 
not objectionable to explain to postal 
employes what group insurance. means 
and any general information with  ref- 
erence thereto, but even this is a per- 
sonal and not an official act.”
